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Swimmers Strokin’ to Victory 



The 1994 swim team had a rather suc- 
cessful year. They practiced twice a day, with 
the guidance from coaches Dan Kellow and 
Mark Heinig. The team captains were Ryan 
Baker and Dan White. The management team 
of Sara Steffen, Amanda and Krin Mcllwain, 
Sarah Taulman, Melissa Dunlap, Jackie Miller, 
and Casey Tillett were always ready to help. 
The 18 member team won 70% of their meets, 
breaking records and doing well in invitational, 
conference, sectional, and especially at state. 

The RCHS 200 free and 200 medley relay 
records were broken by Ryan Baker, Adam 
Brown, Dan White, and Grandon Spence. 
Spence also set the 100 meter breaststroke 
and the 200 meter individual medley records. 

At the Northwest Hoosier Conference meet, 
five of the local teams competed for the Con- 
ference title. The RCHS swimmers placed first 
ahead of Kankakee Valley, North Judson, and 
North Newton. The team also did well at the 
home invitational, placing second to Twin 
Lakes ahead of South Newton, North Newton, 
Benton Central, and Kankakee Valley. 

The sectional meet was held at l^ake Cen- 
tral, with ten teams competing. Rensselaer 
placed second to Lake Central. The team took 
three events to state. Spence qualified in the 
200 meter individual medley and the 100 me- 



ter breaststroke. The RCHS top medley relay 
team also qualified for state. In preparation 
for state the boys shaved their heads to re- 
duce their times. But Baker refused to do this 
on his own. Adam Brown described the in- 
cident, "Baker was a wussy for not shaving his 
head so the entire swim team held him down 
shaved him and kept a lock of his precious 
hair.” 

The state meet was held in Indianapolis at 
the IUPUI natatorium. Spence, seated first, 
went into the 100 breaststroke feeling good. 
Finishing first, Spence left the state meet 
feeling even better. Spence didn’t compete in 
his second event. The relay team finished 
17th. 

The year ended with the annual awards 
banquet. The Most Valuable Swimmer, accu- 
mulating the most points, was Adam Brown. 
Four other team members were honored as 
high point accumulators: Grandon Spence, Ry- 
an Baker, Dan White, and Josh Ojeda. Aaron 
Brenneman was chosen as the Most Improved. 
Shane Wood received the Mental Attitude 
Award. Spence also received a plaque to honor 
him as the first male athlete to win a state 
championship at Rensselaer. In Coach Kel- 
low's words, “We are giving Grandon a plaque 
for being such a stud.”

The 1994 RCHS varsity baseball 
team had a fine season, well enough 
to finish third in the conference. The 
Bombers tied with defending cham- 
pion Kankakee Valley while being 
edged out by the Lowell Red Devils 
for second. The North Newton 
Spartans rolled to the championship. 

Among the top five hitters in the 
area, Jason Fellmy tied the school 
record for doubles in his varsity ca- 
reer, and on the season, he led the 
Bombers in batting (.495 avg.) and 
homeruns (7). However, Jason 
Courtney, last year’s team batting 



average leader, beat Fellmy for the 
team lead in doubles during the reg- 
ular season. Derrick Barton had five 
homers and led the team in triples. 

Other outstanding moments came 
as Jason Courtney broke the season 
and career records for being hit by a 
pitch (14 times!)
